Japanese writing 


A script is a way of writing. In English we use the Roman script. Why do you think it 
is called this? Do you know any other languages that use the Roman script? 
Japanese writing uses three scripts. These are called kanji, hiragana and katakana. 
You can see all three used on this chocolate snack box.

In this book you will learn to read and write hiragana and some kanji. You will also 
see and learn to recognise many katakana words. Because you won't be able to 
read the katakana letters, they will have hiragana letters above them to help you 
pronounce them.

Writing hiragana 

You will learn to write the hiragana letters gradually. You can keep track in your 
workbook of how many you have learnt. Try to learn each hiragana letter as your 
teacher introduces it — it’s quite easy to learn, say, six at a time, but it becomes 
more difficult when you nave to learn 12 or 18 because you have fallen behind. 
Begin with the letters that spell out the word hiragana. You'll see that for each 
letter there is a handwritten and a printed version, just as in English we write, 
for example, the letter a like this but we see it in print as a. You should learn to 
write the handwritten version of the hiragana letters.
